Fort  Union,  Wedassdv,Ja|r  ,183  >  . 

I  arrived  at  Fort  Pierre,  five  hundred 
and  fifty  miles  below  ih  s  pos',  on  the 
eleventh  of  April.  Some  days  after- 
wards, I  accompanied  a  party  of  traders 
to  the  Arircaiia  village,  which  is  situ- 
ated in  the  northern  bend  of  the  Mis 
sonri,  opposite  the  place  where  Lewis 
aitd  Clark  established  their  wint-^r  quar- 
ters in  1804.  jfhese  Indiana,  unlike 
any  other  of  th^ribes,  except  the  Paw- 
nees and  Minna«rees.  who  are  not  im- 
mediately on  td  border,  live  ia  dirt 
lodges,  and  cdHlrate  aMlaeaad  pnlae. 
They  are  an  o^moot  of  the  Pawnees, 
from  whom  thi^ derive  their  domestic 
habits.  They  have  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  lodges,  each  capable  of  con 
laining  four  families.  Their  families 
average  lour  persons  each.  Tliey  are 
much  weaker  than  the  Sioux,  who  are  a 
roving  and  predatory  tribe;  but  they  are, 
nevertheless,  strong  enough  to  defend 
their  own  houses  and  fields.  Tlieir 
medicine  lodge  —  where  their  sacr;d 
dsnces  are  exhibited — is  about  seventy 
feet  in  diameter.  In  this  lodge  is 
nightly  exhibited  by  torch  light  a  vari- 
ety ol'  iotereating.  amoaing.  and  highly 
dramatic  scenes. 

I  left  the  village  with  another  party 
of  traders,  and,  pisning  through  the 
village  of  the  Miiiua larees,  situated 
eighty  miles  below  this  post,  arrived 
here  on  the  2d  of  May.  Nothing  can 
be  better  ordered  than  these  Urge  posts 
of  the  fur  trader--,  where  the  lurs  and 
robes  purchased  by  the  traders  from  all 
points  are  concantrstsd.  They  are 
strictly  military  and  aristocratic.  The 
Captain  and  clerks  stand  for  the  nobil- 
ity— tha  traders,  who  speak  the  Indian 
language,  for  the  <middle-BeB—attd  the 
bands  aad  other  hangers  oa  for  the  rab- 
ble. Only  the  Captain,  clerks  and  tra- 
ders are  admitted  to  the  table  of  the  es- 
tablishment— the  two  former  occupying 
the  head,  and  the  latter  the  foot  of  the 
table.  Tlie  hands,  6cc., ha ve  dried  meat 
and  salt  doled  out  to  them,  which  they 
cook  and  eat  at  pleasure. 

Fortune  has  th  as  far  been  favorable 
to  me.  I  had  scarce  been  hare  three 
days  when  an  opportunity  was  praaeat- 
ed  to  observe  the  finest  scenery  upon 
the  Continent  east  of  the  main  chain 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  Tbecxigaa- 
ies.of  the  trade  reqaired  tha  pteaaace 
of  a  party  at  the  Gals  0/  tkt  Jfisaears. 
and  arriving  at  the  point  we  bad  to 
pass  the  Great  fallt,  two  of  the  most 
extraordinary  scenes  in  the  world.  A 
party  of  twelve  of  us,  wi  tli  mules,  pack- 
mules,  two  horses,  a  supply  of  dried 
meat,  arms  and  ainuuilioii,  bade  adieu 
to  the  iiiniaies  of  the  fort,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  tUhof  Mcty.  As  we  advan- 
ced, the  won  lei  full  and  picturesque 
scenery  of  the  Rocky  Mouucains  was 
rapidly  revealed  to  onr  as'onished  eyes. 
Along  the  shores  of  the  river  walls  of 
soft  white  sandstone  rose  perpendicu- 
larly up  for  miles  together.  The  ele- 
ments have  worked  these  rocks  into  a 
thousand  fantastic  and  beaalirnl  forms, 
sometimes  preeentlag  the  appc%rance 
of  a  long  street  of  aoMS  ancient  city 
built  up  with  a  succession  of  columns, 
arches,  and  srchitratea — then  frag- 
mentary rains  of  a  magnificent  build- 
ing, adorned  w  ilh  pilasters  and  sculp- 
tured spdces — and  then  scattered,  de- 
tached and  colli  used  masses  with  soli- 
tary domes  and  minarets,  which  seem 
to  "mock  the  ruins  they  adorn."  As 
we  moved  011  there  seemed  to  be  no  end 
to  this  enchanting  scenery,  which  pre- 
sented new  and  more  beautiful  aspects 
at  every  turn  of  the  river.  It  was  as  if, 
sesling  ourselves  upon  the  miraculo  is 
carpet  of  the  Arabian  tale,  we  had  beea 
transported  iuto  th«  region  where  the 
genii  hold  their  coart and  exercise  their 
supernauralt  powers  in  tha  creation  of 
gtgaatic  scenery  snd  gorgeous  palaces 
Colonnadea,  towers,  domes,  fortifica- 
tions, cupolas,  minarets,  castles  and 
villas,  rose  up  in  rapid  succession, 
while  smiling  and  flowery  plains,  deep 
forest-s,  frowning  mountains,  and  the 
solemn  and  melancholy  music  of  flow- 
ing waters  held  the  mind  entranced  for 
hours  and  days  together. 

On  the  14lh  we  approached  the 
Great  falls  of  the  Miaaouri.  The  riv- 
er is  here  three  huntired  yards  in  width. 
For  many  miles  the  hoarse  roaring  of 
the  rushing,  boiling  and  tumbling  cur- 
rent may  be  heard; and  as  the  morning 
)>un  paaaaa  bia  mallow  light  upon  them 
the  curving  and  leaping  fluid  refracts 
the  beams  into  myriads  of  capricious 
and  changing  figures,  and  the  uprising 
mist  is  pencilled  into  a  aucceasion  of 
magnificent  rainbows,  which  span  the 
broad  stream,  and  tremble  witJ  intense 
and  flickc  ring  brilliancy.  These  falls 
consist  of  a  succession  of  rapids  and 
perpendicular  descents.  The  first  of

We  were  now  fairly  within  the  range 
of  the  stupendi>ii3  chain  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains, and  conscious  of  being  night 
ly  surrounded  by  a  large  number  of  gris- 
ly bears,  the  fiercest, most  voracious  and 
most  powerful  animal  on  the  continent. 
Sometimes  torrents  of  rain,  which 
seemed  to  be  poured  out  in  one  mass, 
filled  the  valleya  and  ravines  with  a 
sudden  aad  dangaroua  iauadatioo;  at 
others,  a  daaaa  aheat  of  clooda  would 
be  expanded  as  if  by  magic  over  our 
heads,  and  shower  down,  snecessivelj 
or  in  conjunction ,  torrents  of  rain  and 
hail,  accompanied  with  vivid  flashes  of 
the  electric  fluid,  and  thunders  tvhich 
shook  the  mountains  to  their  deep  foun- 
dations. We  were  made  daily  witness- 
es of  an  extraordinary  phenomenon. 
This  was  an  explosion,  sometimes  a 
single  one, at  others,  five  orsix  in  suc- 
cession, resembling  the  booming  of  dis- 
tant ordnance.  The  same  thing  has 
been  observed  in  Northern  Europe  and 
in  the  Aadcs.  In  the  former  country, 
it  has  been  attributed  to  the  bursting 
of  rock«»  occasioned  by  congealing  wa- 
ters in  their  crevices;  ia  the  latter,  the 
Jesuits  attributed  it  to  the  basaUag  ol 
a  small  pudding  Stone  in  which  a  col- 
lection of  rich  jewels  is  depoaited. 
Humboldt  conjectures  that  it  may  be 
caused  by  a  disengagement  of  hydrogen, 
produced  by  a  bed  of  coal  in  a  state  of 
iiiflainalioii.  The  voyageurs  of  Lewis 
and  Clark,  at  least  those  of  Canadian 
origin,  imagined  it  to  be  caused  by  pent 
up  mines  ot  gold  and  silver.  Perhaps, 
after  all,  the  solution  given  to  us  by  a 
Crow  Indian  was  as  rational  as  any  of 
these  guesses:  he  said  it  resulted  from 
the  violent  eflforts  of  the  evil  spirita. 
whom  the  Great  Spirit  had  imprisoned 
witbia  tba  bowels  of  tha  moaauiaa  for 
their  villaay  to  the  red  awa,  to  ragaia 
thsir  freedom: 

Furtunstely  we  aBCoaateied  ao  acci- 
dent or  enemy  until  we  approached  the 
Great  Gate  of  the  Missouri.  Here  for 
five  and  three  quarter  miles,  the  river 
flows  between  walls  of  rocks  elevated 
perpendicularly  froin  its  surface  to  the 
height  of  twelve  hundred  feet.

We  believe  we  should  best  describe 
the  national  feeling  at  this  remarkable 
period  by  saying  that  no  one  can  yet 
fully  realize  the  loss  which  the 
country  has  sustained.  The  Duke  of 
Wellington,  for  geaaration  after  gene- 
ration, had  lived  among  as  ao  loag,  aad 
had  ao  adapted  bia  prceaaee  aadI  capa- 
citiea  to  the  chaagiag  axigaBclea  of 
time,  that  itrcqniraaaoBMe'orl  to  look 
back  on  more  thaa  tbo  laat  stage  of  such 
an  eventful  life.  For  most  political 
characters  it  would  be  distinction 
enougli  to  say  that  they  had  been  ap- 
pealed to  for  nearly  twenty  years,  in 
every  crisis  of  the  State;  but  these 
twenty  years  would  nol  carry  ua  even 
to  the  Duke's  own  Ministerial  career, 
and  this  career  itself  did  not  commence 
till  a  military  life  of  prodigious  cele- 
brity and  duration  had  finished.  Even 
Lord  Grey's  Premiership  now  wears  al- 
most an  historical  aspect,  but  the  great 
Duke  was  Premier  before  Lord  Gray.— 
He  was  the  contemporary  and  coHeagpa 
of  Liverpool,  Melville,  SidaBoatb,Gaa- 
tlereagh,  andf  Batharat— aaasee  wbiah 
have  long  been  conaigned,  with  varioaa 
remembrances,  to  the  pages  of  the 
past. 

Though  not  absolutely  a  member  of  the 
Administration,  he  exerted  a  material 
influence  011  the  policy  of  England  when 
existing  Ministers  were  in  their  cra- 
dles. He  was  a  powerful  aad  energet- 
ic mover  in  limes  which  the  present 
generation  can  only  reach  by  study,  and 
can  scarcely  comi^rehend  without  <inef 
furt.  The  great  Duke's  actual  span  of 
life  was  extraordinary,  but  it  scqoires 
almost  a  character  of  immensity  when 
we  think  of  the  evoats  it  embraced.— 
Into  the  foar  acase  yeaia  af  AaraaB 
Wbllbslkt  were  ctowJaJ  the  fovala- 
tions  and  wars  of  two  ordinary  ceata- 
ries,  and  the  course  and  conanmmaiion 
of  these  wars  and  revolntious  were 
controlled  in  no  smalt  degree  by  his 
own  achievements.

Tbe  nr>ust»t:g  scrape?  on  the  hill 
sides  in  the  undulating  r-'gion  of  Tex- 
as, grow  on  and  on.  year  after  year, and 
year  after  year  produce  succeasi  ve  crops 
of  grapes  that  are  as  luxuriant  and  free 
from  every  defect  as  those  of  the  best 
vinyardsof  Spain  or  France.  We  ra- 
cen  tly  visited  tbe  valley  af  Sew  Tear'a 
Creek.  Waabiagtaa  caaaty.  aad  were 
astoaitbed  to  aotie#ho  itaaieaBa  quaa- 
tiiies,  and  the  extraordinary  laxuriance 
of  the  grape  vines.  They  were  extend- 
ed in  many  places  in  festoons,  several 
rods  in  length,  and  some  of  them  seem- 
ed loaded  with  Ions  of  fruit.

A  question  may  per- 
haps be  maile  as  lo  the  coastitutional- 
iiy  of  tlie  wliolc  ariicle;  and  It  is  very 
probable  that  such  a  queation  may  be 
made  as  lo  right  of  advertising  Ken- 
tucky lotteries  whoM  charters  have  not 
expired,  at  well  as  npoa  the  validitj  of 
the  Ual  tactiaa  which  lafialt  snch 
charlera.  Bat  are  presuae  a«r  brelh- 
red  of  tte  pnasdo  aot  iaiead  to  take 
the  ritk  of  these  qaestions.  Besides 
the  law  certainly  applies  to  the  adver- 
tisements of  lotteries  chartered  in  other 
States,  such  as  some  of  oarcoataatfora- 
ries  are  jjublishing. 

We  presume  the  article  will  hardly 
be  enforced  against  tiie  inadvertent  vio- 
lations of  it  Mhich  have  already  taken 
place;  for  the  Revised  Statutes  have 
only  just  been  published.

We  copy  a 
portioB  of  it,  in  juatice  to  aa  estiaable 
clergyman  of  this  city,  who  has  besn 
deeply  wounded  by  Mrs.  Stowe  and 
her  brother.  11  ihe  facts  are  correctly 
staled,  as  we  presume  they  are,  they  ex- 
hibit these  personages  in  alight  whicli 
no  Christian  man  oi  woman  can  envy.

"Uncle  Tom*s  Cabin."  by  Mrs.  Stowe, 
has  been  read  by  thousands,  and  almost 

aniveisally  praised  by  the  newspapers 
reviewing  ii.  The  Vermont  Chronicle, 
after  a  column  of  high  eulogy,  very 
modestly  vcntnres  1  criticism,  ua  if  it 
were  next  to  a  sin  to  ftad  faalt  With 
such  a  book,  and  says: 

"A  more  important  criticism  relates 
to  the  writer's  treatment  of  the.  Chris- 
tian ministry.  Here  she  has  given  the 
worst  withoutthe  best.  No  white  minis- 
ter of  theCtospel  is  pat  ia  a  respectable 
positioa,  except  oae  yaaag  aiaa  in  a 
single  iasteacc;  ead  he  aiakes  ao  ira- 
preesioa.  Tke  iaipresaioa  geaerally 
made  by  tbe  baok  aiast,  we  think,  be 
decidedly  aati^ialsteriel;  which  of 
course,  with  a  father,  a  knaband,  and 
half  a  doten  brothers  in  the  ministry, 
the  writer  cannot  have  intended," 

We  have  read  llie  book  and  regard  it 
as"an  ti -Chris  tia  n,"un  the  sa me  grounds 
that  the  Chronicle  regards  it,  "decided- 
ly anti-ministerial."     We  have  m  irked 
numerous  passages  in  which  religion  is 
spoken  of  in  ternib  of  contempt,  and  in 
no  case  is  religion  represente(t  as  ma- 
king a  raobtcr  more  humane,  while  Mrs. 
Stowe  is  careful  to  present  tke  indul- 
gent and  amiabU  ma$ter$  as  men  with- 
out religion.    This  taint  pervades  the 
wark,  jast  as  it  daea  the  writiags  of  all 
tke  asadera  sckaal  af  pkllsatkropy.  It 
is  esjeatially  a  aoa-religious,  if  aot  an 
anti-evangelical  school.     Mrs.  Stowe 
labors  through  all  her  work  to  render 
ministers  odious  and  conlemp^ible,  by 
allribnliiig  to  them  sentiinenls  unwor- 
thy of  Dien  or  Christians.      In  no  case, 
however,  does  she  venture  to  give  her 
authority  for    the  atrocious  doctrines 
she  cliarge«  uprm  them,  except  in  a  sin- 
gle instance,  where  tilie  places,  in  a  loot 
note,  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Joel  Parker, 
D.  D.,  now  in  this  city.    Thousands  of 
her  book  had  been  read  with  this  charge 
against  Dr.  Parker,  before  he  knew  that 
he  was  ttavalliag over  thecoaatry,  gib- 
beted as  a  aioaster  by  tbe  pea  af  e  lady 
pbilenthropist.   Bosooa  as  he  waa  in- 
formed of  the  bed  distinction  be  had 
acquired,  Dr.  Parker  wrote  a  letter  to 
Mrs,  Sto've,  informed  her  that  she  had 
been  misled  by  eroneons  information, 
and  offering  to  put  the  proof  into  her 
hands  that  he  was  not  the  author  of  the 
senti  iiienl  she  attri  buted  to  him.  Mrs. 
Stowe  took  no  notiee  of  his  letter.  Dr. 
Parker  wrote  to  her  again.  Mrs.Slowe 
deigned  no  reply.     Dr.  Parker  wrote  the 
third  time.     Mrs.  Stowe  now  replied 
in  a  defiant, tone,  and  affirmed  that  she 
had  docaaieatary  evidence  and  living 
witnesses  to  prove  that  Dr.  Paiker  had 
uttered  the  sentiments  she  had  impu- 
ted upon  him.    Fiadiag  that  aa  eease 
of  justice  coald  be  reached  ia  tbe  lady- 
aatbor.  Or.  Parker  employed  tbe  mos  t 
emiaeat  legal  couasel,  and  with  good 
advice  resolved  to  commence  an  action 
of  libel  against  Mrs.  Stowe,  laying 
damages  at  $30,000!    This  was  a  new 
argument,  which  the  author  of  Uncle 
Tout's  Cabin  had  not  ex|)ecled.     She  ad- 
dressed a  note  in  geuile   terms   to  the 
injured  Doctor;   this  led   to   an  inter- 
view, in  which  she  admilted   that  she 
had  imi)uied  to  him  words  and  senti- 
ments which  were  not  his,  but  justified 
herself  on  the  ground  that  she  had  been 
misled  by  the   newspapers.      Al  this 
point,  the  Rev.   Henry  Ward  Beecher 
stepped  in  to  assist  his  sister  in  get- 
ting Dr.  Parker  out  of  Uncle  Tom's 
Cabia:     $20,000  would  make  a  sad 
hole  ia  tbe  proite  of  that  book  of  lie 
lion,  aad  by  sosm  aseana  the  matter 
must  be  meaded.    Shortly  after  that 
interference  was  the  publication  in  the 
N.  Y.  Tribune  and  the  Independent, 
June  24,  of  the  following  letters:

Dr.  JoBL  Pabbbb:— Dear  Sir,  I  have 
attentively  considered  the  papers  which 

you  left  for  my  examination.  I  am 
quite  certain  that  the  lanf;uage  quoted 
(page  I'Jl,  vol.  1.  of  "Uncle  Tom's 
Ciibin,")  conveys  a  sentiment  wide- 
ly diflerent  from  that  which  yon  intend- 
ed to  express  in  the  articles  which  1 
have  readj  and  you  will  allow  me  to 
say  that  my  mind  is  greatly  relieved 
Iroin  a  painful  conviction  which  I  in- 
nocently, but  so  far  as  you  were  con- 
cerned, unjustly  eatertalned  ia  regard 
to  year  real  views. 

It  is  due  to  myself,  however,  to  state 
that  I  did  not  carelessly  employ  the 
language  attributed  to  you.  It  was 
published  first  in  American  newspapers, 
re. quoted  in  English  journals,  (the 
Briii.sh  Banner  being  oue.)  It  i\as  un- 
derstood to  have  been  employed  in  a 
large  meeting  of  Congregational  clergy- 
men in  England,  as  one  of  the  eviden- 
ces o(  the  complicity  of  American  min- 
isters wiih  slavery.  It  appeared  next 
in  the  le iter  of  the  English  correspon- 
dent of  the  ludepeudent,  and  finally 
was  embodied  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  American  Anti-slavery  Society  for 
IS53.  During  all  this  time  you  had 
never  publicly  contradicted  the  truth 
of  this  represea latioa,  and  I  understood 
your  silence  to  be  aa  admission  of  its 
correc'ness. 

While,  therefore,  I  do  not  see  how  I 
could  have  acted  with  more  caution  in 
employing  an  allegation  which  had  be 
come  historical,  1  am  yet  heartily  glad 
to  find  that  a  senlimeut  so  shocking  to 
every  Christian  miiul  is  not  yours. 

I  shall  order  the  i ni mediate  alteration 
of  the  paragraph  in  question,  and  shall 
be  glad,  ia  aay  other  way  which  shall 
appear  proper,  to  aet  you  right  before 
the  public.

Mrs.  H.  H.  Stowe:  — Dear  Mad- 
am:—  I  thank  yon  for  your  promjit 
kindness  in  examining  the  documents 
which  I  submitted  to  you,  and  for  the 
favorable  opinions  which  you  express. 
If  you  will  aliuw  me  to  publish  your 
letter.  I  think  ihai  that  will  be  all  thai 
is  needed  to  place  me  right  in  regard  to 
this  unpUasaut  affair.

Now,  what  will  be  the  surprise  of 
e  very  reader  not  of  the  abolition  school, 
when  we  state  as  we  now  do,  that  Dr. 
Parker  assured  us  that  he  never  wrote 
one  word  of  the  above  letters,  thai  he 
never,  authorised  their  publication, 
that  he,  was  as  mucli  surprised  as  any 
one  else  could  be  when  he  hearii  that 
such  letters  were  in  the  n!" wsjiapers. 
The  Rev.  H.  W.  Beecher  called  on  him, 
and  in  his  (Dr.  Parker's)  house,  drew 
up  certein  letters,  as  if  bstween  Mrs. 
S.  and  Dr.  P.,  aad  proposed  to  Dr.  P. 
to  adopt  those  la  his  aama  as  hisowa; 
Dr.  P.  iaformed  Mr  B.  that  be  would 
take  the  matter  into  consideratioa,  con- 
sult his  legal  adviser,  into  whose  hands 
he  had  placed  the  business,  and  as  he 
(Dr.  P.)  had  no  wish  to  obtain  Mrs. 
Stowe's  money  bvil  merely  justice,  he 
hoped  that  by  some  sucli  melhod  the 
whole  maticr  might  be  settled.  With 
this  .Mr.  B.  took  his  departure,  and 
shortly  afterwards  the  letters  quoted 
above  appeared  in  tiie  Tribune  and  In- 
dependent.

Mrs.  Slowe  did  not  hesitate  to  avail 
herself  of  the  floating  lies  of  ahnlition 
11'  wspapers  to  viliify  the  good  name  of 
a  Gospel  minister,  and  to  all  remon- 
strances, and  even  to  his  offers  of  doc- 
umentary evidence  to  prove  his  inno- 
cence, she  turns  a  deaf  ear,  until  the 
arm  of  the  law  is  raised,  and  then  new 
light  breaks  in,  and  the  law  makes  clear 
what  the  gospel  eould  not  do.

Have  a  little  patienee,  gentlemen, 
and  we'll  proceed,'  said  he. 

•Well,  yer  kin  proceed,  but  yer  can't 
succeed,'  growled  a  member  of  old  For- 
ty-Two's com  paiiy . 

The  torch  was  now  applied  lo  the  tar 
and  rosin,  and,  as  the  dames  began  lo 
curl  up,  a  number  of  voices  sounded 
distressfully  from  all  parts  of  the  build- 
ing. It  was  apparently  half  full  of 
men.  Pigs  also  began  to  squeal  as  if 
their  bristles  were  scorched,  but  Bar- 
num now  took  the  hint.  He  recognized 
some  of  the  very  sounds  that  the  great 
ventriloquiat  had  produced  in  his  office 
that  afternoon,  and  be  exclaimed,  in 
high  dndgeoa—

Barnum  has  not  forgiven  Blitz  to 
this  day,  although  the  waggish  Signor 
is  confident  that  if  he  can  get  the  great 
showman  into'one  of  his  Armory  Hall 
entertainments,  he  can  conjure  all  the 
anger  from  his  breast,  aud  restore  their 
former  friendly  relations.
